Adlai First to Ask End of Testing

MOST PEOPLE have tor* 
gotten, but It vu Adlal Ste- 
venson, during the election 
campaign of 1834, who first 
demanded that the world stop 
nuclear testing because It was 
contaminating the air with 
poison. , 

Today, everyone except the 
Kremlin ia in favor of the 
ending of nuclear testing. But 
five years ago, when Steven 
won was running an uphill 
race against Mr. Elsenhower, 
nobody was for It except Au 
1 * 1 . Nixon poured cold enter 
on the idea and accused Ste- 
venson of "catastrophic non- 
sense/' Mr. Eisenhower ac- 
cused Stevenson of making a 
"theatrical gesture" He im- 
plied that Stevenson didn’t 
know what he was talking 
about. 

However, Stevenson stuck 
to Ms guns. He delivered m 
full-dress speech Sept. 23 , 
1956, demanding that nuclear 
testing be stopped— if Boasts 
would agree. Various Demo- 
cratic leaders begged Steven- 
»»» to lay off, told him to 
drop the subject — It was los- 
ing votes, killing his chances 
of election. Adlai, however, 
persisted. 

Later, it developed that 
John Foster Dulles in a Cabi- 
net meeting on Sept 4 had 
proposed exactly the tame 
suspension of nuclear testing 
and that President Elsenhow 
er had concurred. But after 
Stevenson made his speech, 
the Elsenhower Administra- 
tion reversed itself and trebl- 
ed all its guns on Stevenson. 

The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration continued testing un- 
til Oct. 31, 1898. On Aug. 12, 
■time of the biggest bomba 
ever tested were exploded 
over the mld-Paciflc, end on 
Oct. SO, the United States det- 
onated an underground de- 
vice at the Nevada proving 
grounds with a force equal to 
20,000 tons of TNT 

Next day, ail further Amer- 
ican tests were stopped. Three 
days later, the Soviet fired its 
last test — until last week. 

This was two years and * 
month after Stevenson’* n re- 
posal.
